GRANITE CITY — The Board of Educa- 
tion will not allow Jason Robertson to attend 
Prather Elementary School without a fight, 
and it appears it get one.

When a divorced woman remarries, she will 
sometimes wish to change her child’s name 
from that of the father to that of the step- 
father.

Jason has some learning prob- 
Iems. If so, the opposition could 
counter that any student who 
misses too much school or fails a 
class is kept behind for a yéar, 
not segregated. Since Jason does 
not have a low IQ, if he is behind 
the problem may be atthe 
schoolhouse door, an ACLU attor- 
ney might say. 

Jason is socially behind. If the 
board had reason to take such a 
position, it would have to consid-

er that anyone not attending 
school with other students is not 
going to know how to deal with 

em. School would be a solution. 

Jason is a hemophiliac. He 
sometimes bleeds — internally. 
If the district used hemophilia as 
an argument, a court would basi- 
cally have to agree to rule all 
hemophiliacs should be segregat- 
ed. That won’t happen. 

Jason has the AIDS virus. The 
district shouldn’t try to use that 
as an argument. Even the board 
knows there is no sound legal or 
medical_basis -for AIDS -to- keep: 
Jason-out of school. 

Fighting Jason’s entry into a 
normal classroom will almost 
surely mean District 9 will face 
another media barrage, especial- 
ly since the story of the district’s 
segregated school for Jason 


achieved international headlines.. 


The next round of reporting will 
propably portray Granite City as 
ckward and uncaring, and it is 
something this city does not need. 
For the common good, District 
9 should give up before the fight 
begins.

It is still early in the final 
phase of the 1988 election pro- 
cess, but primary results indicate 
competition Nov. 8 could be close 
for many offices. 

Democrats far outdistanced 
Republicans here and statewide 
in the number of bajlots cast by 
voters March 15. This is partly 
due to registered Democrats 
being in the majority, but also 
due to this party’s tradition of 
fierce primary rivalry. Republi- 
cans tend to choose nominees 
more quietly but then conduct 
spiri fall campaigns.

To the editor: 


Lately people have been asking, 
“What is going on with the downtown 
development?’ Certainly things have 

rather quiet over the last several 
months, but this lack of publicity is not 
indicative of a lack of progress. 

Early last year the city formed a 
public/private partnership with Devel- 
opment Control Corp., a developer of 
shopping centers throughout the mid- 
west. They proposed to build a shopping 
center of between 150,000 and 250,000 
Square feet, anchored by a discount 
department store and a full-service 
supermarket. 

As our end of the bargain, we needed 
to determine —the—success—potential of 
such. a center, develop its layout and 
placement, and provide development 
control with the site at a low en 
rate to make the project financially 
feasible. They were to deliver commit- 
ments from the two anchor tenants and 
build the shopping center. 

To date we have performed the 
required market analysis, planned the 
center and taken. steps in preparation 
for property acquisition. We have gone 
about as far as we an go without 
anchor tenant commitments. Although 


.we expect to receive these shortly, 


Development Control Corp. has not as 
yet been able to produce them. Prog- 
ress has been made, but it is moving 
more slowly than any of us would like. 


Wants support for boy with AIDS virus

All the information I’ve read about 
AIDS, including the article in—the 
March 16 Granite City Journal entitled, 
“Don’t Panic about AIDS, Know Facts 
About It,’’ stresses that the disease 
cannot be transmitted through hand- 
shakes, public toilets or living in the 
same house. 

The plight of Tammy and Jason Rob- 
ertson is troubling to me. We were so 

oud of the Granite City school system 

st. November when the trailer room at 
Prather was furnished so that Jason 
could attend school. 


Now Mrs. Robertson wants Jason to 


‘attend school with, other children as 


reported in the March 16_GCJ._The last 
paragraph of that article especially 
stuck in my mind: ‘Students are being 
taught that casual contact with a per- 
son with AIDS is not dangerous, but 
Mrs. Robertson said the same students 
see Jason in a separate class and do 
not associate with him.’’ 

An article in the March 4 St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch related the story of Ryan 
White, a hemophiliac, with circum- 
stances similar to Jason’s. His AIDS 
was diagnosed when he was 13-years- 
old and surgery was rformed to 
remove part of his I lue to pneumo- 
nia. At the time of diagnosis, doctors 
gave Ryan six months to live, but he 
decided ‘‘to live a normal life, go to 
school, be with my friends and enjoy 
activities.” Ryan is now 16 
years old, living the life of a normal 
teenager; he currently is on the honor 
roll. He believes in himself as he looks

When Ryan’s illness was diagnosed 
his family lived in Kokomo, Ind.; how- 
ever, people there would not accept 
him. Last summer his mother, his sis- 
ter and Ryan moved to Cicero, Ind. 
They had the good fortune to move 
three doors away from Jill Stewart, 
who had just been elected president of 
the Student Council at Hamilton 
Heights High School in nearby Arcadia. 
She welcomed White as a neighbor. Jill 
and the other 600 students at the school 
witnessed Ryan’s pain in his former 
community and decided there was no 
reason for him to go through that pain 
again.
